have been so many definitions of Americanism 


) JL 
(especially of the TOO per cent, variety) as to cause some 


confusion a.s to what this quality really is. If we arc f h i n k m j ? 
of something different from, and perhaps on a higher level than, 
the unthinking patriot ism which has been common enough since 
history began, in tribe, city, and nation, we must hunt for 
something peculiar to American history. This something is, so 
far as modern times are concerned, the life of 1he pioneer. 
Other great nations have grown enormously in wealth and popu- 
lation, but no other has taken virgin soil and so thoroly and so 
completely occupied it. 


This has involved a rough life, far removed 
from the 


amenities of the older civilizations. It has also involved a rude 
democracy and the qualities necessarily arising under condi- 
tions in which energy is the prime virtue and co-operation, altho 
not always necessary, sometimes a matter of life or death. The 
idealization of the frontiersman, like the earlier idealization of 
the Indian, has perhaps been carried too far, yet it is in the 
qualities of this breed that the fundamental Americanism, good 
or bad, resides. Possibly there has never been a better picture 
of it than that which Mrs. A. Dcvcrcux gives in the current issue 
of the Atlantic Monthly, in letters written from Nebraska fifty- 
six years ago. This is her comment on the hard-shelled stage 
drivers who helped her on her journey home across the plains 
with her sick husband:

The west portrayed in > 
these incidents is recognizably the country of Bret Harlc.'of the 
young Mark Twain, and of a faithful tradition reaching back. 
into the days when the first westei-ner.s began pressing across; 
the Alleghanies and over the Wilderness Trail. 
Amid much 


vileness and violence there were to be found loyalty, courage, a 
remarkable and almost child-like respect for women. 


Such, in a lightning flash, was a large part of the old 1 


America, The old qualities, submerged tho they may be, are 
probably still here: they are to be found not only on our scat-' 
tered and dwindling new frontiers, but, as many an army nurse 
and Y. M. C. A. girl found three years ago, among men gath-' 
ered from the greatest of our cities. 


The G. O. P.—Democratic Southern Bargain 
EVIDENCE abounds of slow but sure changes in the political

rived from the labor of men, women and children under the 
wage system were larger than they ever sweated out of en- 
slaved Negroes.
